last year, if not actually exceed it.

The minister was hopeful that the 
agreement betweeen the dominion 
and provincial governments respect- 
ing feed supplies in the winter 
would be worked out satisfactorily. 
According to the tminister it was 
expected the two governments would 
soon get together on the question of 
rebabilitating the dried-out areas 
and the special areas in particular, 
There are some 10,000,000 acres in 
the special areas. such as Tilley, 
Kast, Berry Creek and others.

| Gardening 


The old idea of planting all the 
vegetable seed in one afternoon is 4 
hang-over from pioneer days when 
both seasons and time were limited. 
Only a few vegetables were grown in 
the early days. Seedsmen did not 
have the variety to offer, and the 
average man regarded the garden us 
part of the farm where one crop wis 
about all that could be expected. 

But all is changed now. Experts 
point out that there is no excuse for 
running out of lettuce early in the 
summer, for example, when after the 
season for the Jeaf variety jhead let- 
tuce could be grown, and then during 
the hot weather the Cos type. 

The latter is a compact, eonical- 
shaped type which defies heat. Like 
the head variety, it should be started 
fairly early, probably a week or two 
after the first leat lettuce is sown.
